Rev. John F. O’Hara, C.8.C., Bish- 
op of Buffalo, has been appointed 
Archbishop. of Philadelphia, by 
Pope Pius XII. Announcement was 
made by the Apostolic Delegation 
here, Wednesday, November 28. He 
succeeds the late Cardinal Dough- 
erty in the Philadelphia See. 


The Archbishop-elect came into 
national prominence through his 
activities with youth as the Prefect 
of Religion at the University of 
Notre e. He served in that 
capacity from 1918 until 1934 when 
he succeeded the late Rev. Charles 
O’Donnell, C.S.C., as president of 
the famed Catholic university in 
Indiana. 

Further honor came to the new 
archbishop when he was elevated 
to the episcopacy as the titular 
Bishop of Mylasa and the Military 
Delegate of the Army and Navy 
Diocese in 1940. 


Five years later, Bishop O’Hara 
was made the Ordinary of the Dio- 
cese of Buffalo.

They belong to the Sister- 
hood which conducts them, and the 
Sisters in charge of the hospitals 
in Fort Wayne, Gary, Hammond 
and East Chicago, have been of- 
fered help from a Federal-State 
fund, but they turned down the 
offer in every case. 


I also learned from the papers 
in Washington that the POAU had 
discovered that somewhere in Vir- 

inia the children of Catholic Mar- 
nes, situated at a military post, 
were having the benefit of bus 
transportation to the nearest par- 
ochial wehnal. The POAU fought it, 
and now the parents of these chil- 
dren must pay forty-five cents a 
day to send their children to that 
school if they wish to do so. Under- 
stand, I am talking about men who 
have long belonged to the Marines 
and are presently living at a mili- 
tary post. Do I need to point out 
that there is meanness more than 
Americanism in that sort of act- 
ivity ? 

I have had requests for the pub- 
lication of much that I said in my 
radio address on Saturday, No- 
vember 17, and shall probably have 
it published for the benefit of those 
who want it. I did not have time 
to finish my observations, because 
it would have required an extra 
fifteen minutes of radio time. In 
fairness to the station I should 
say that they offered to let me 
finish, no matter how long it would 
take, but I felt that I should not 
use over an hour. 

Do, for your own good, read the: 
two new sets of instructions which 
appear in O.S.V. I have asked that 
parents go over them with their 
children of the higher grades, be- 
cause both will benefit.

“We are no less appalled by the 
apparent inability of the free secu- 
lar press to inform the public of 
the true facts of the persecution,” 
the Bishops added.

“The Bishops of the United 
States of America proclaim before 
the world their boundless admira- 
tion for those heroes of our com- 


mon Faith, the Bishops, priests, re- 
ligious and faithful behind the 
Iron Curtain of Europe and Asia, 


who are giving their lives and 
their blood for Christ and for the 
ideals of human freedom. 


“In the long history of persecu- 
tion waged by the absolutists 
against the followers of Christ, no 
chapter is more glorious than the 
one they are now writing. 


“We mourn our martyred dead 
in Russia and in the 14 nations 
which are now captives to com- 
munism. We send our fraternal 
sympathy and the assurance of our 
fervent prayers to the countless 
thousands who are now delivered 
to the torturers in the dungeons 
of Europe and of Asia. And we 
testify at the bar of world opin- 
ion, to the sufferings of those in- 
domitable souls, millions and mil- 
lions of them, who in the midst of 
this rsecution, openly profess 
their loyalty to God, to Christ, to 
the Church and to the common 
ideals of civilized humanity. 


“Our hearts are filled with sor- 
row at the indifference of the so- 
alled Christian Governments to 
this frightful persecution, and at 
the apparent futility of the human 
means they have thus far employed 
to stop it. We are no less appalled 
by the apparent inability of the 
free secular press to inform the 
public of the true facts of the 
persecution. In this new agony of 
the Church of God, of her modern 
martyrs and confessors, we are left 
to tread the wine press alone 


“No, not alone. Our help is in 
the name of the Lord Who hath 
made the heavens and the earth. 
Inspired by the heroic virtue of 
these suffering millions and moved 
by the love of Christ and of our 
fellowmen, we turn to the God of 
all Mercy; we lift our eyes to the 
eternal hills from which cometh 
our help.

106 Secular Papers 
In Diocese Receive 


Religious Feature 


Buffalo, N.Y. —(NC)— Under a 
newly arranged plan, 106 secular 
newspapers published in the Buf- 
falo diocese receive a regular 
weekly religious feature article, 
the Rev. Michael J. Harrington, 


Director of the Buffalo Informa- 
tion Center has announced. 


In the endeavor to keep Cath- 
olic thought flowing to the secular 
press, all papers published in the 
eight counties of the diocese have 
been contacted and presented with 
the free service. This is believed 
to be the first use of a “blanket- 
ing” technique on a diocesan scale 
in the United States. 


The new service, inaugurated by 
Bishop John F. O’Hara, C.S.C., of 
Buffalo when he established the 
Catholic Press Bureau as a part 
of the Information Center, has met 
with notable success during a three 
months trial period. Father Har- 
rington said “One of the most 
gratifying experiences is that one 
of our local Negro publications has 
been giving the material a promi- 
nent place each week.” 


“The Root of War” by Thomas 
Merton, articles on family life by 
the Rev. Patrick J. Peyton, C.S.C., 
and Clare Booth Luce, and a feat- 
ure article against birth control by 
Joseph A. Brieg have been amon 
the first releases.

Back To 1776 


around at the time of the American 
Revolution, and rigid laws in most 
of the colonies made even a peace- 
time existence quite difficult for 
Catholics. Yet we gave John Barry 
to the cause, saw him made a com- 
modore and commander of the 
Lexington, the first cruiser to sail 
under authority of the Continental 
Congress, and hail him today as 
the Father of the American Navy. 

Gen. Stephen Moylan, a Catholic, 
served as muster-master-general, 
aide-de-camp and secretary to Gen- 
eral Washington, quartermaster 
general, colopel of the 4th Pennsyl- 
vania Light"Dragoons and briga- 
dier general. 

Another Catholic, Col. John 
Fitzgerald, later served Washing- 
ton as aide-de-camp and secretary. 
French and [Irish units like the 
Regiment de Walsh and the Reg- 
iment de Dillon under Lafayette 
were overwhelmingly Catholic, as 
were the 38% to 50% Irish soldiery 
that records show Washington’s 
armies were composed of. 

John Carroll of Carrollton, 
famed for signing the Declaration 
of Independence so that George III 
would have no trouble singling 
him out for punishment if the 
Revolution failed, came of the 
great Maryland Catholic family 
that gave men and money with 
equal generosity to the Revolu- 
tion. 

Robert Morris’ right-hand man 
in financing the war was a Phila- 
delphia Catholic, Thomas Fitz- 
Simons, the largest individual sub- 
scriber of funds. From four Cath- 
olic townsmen of FitzSimons came 
$55,000 more, and the Friendly 
Sons of St. Patrick contributed 
$517,000 to the support of Wash- 
ington’s army. A Virginian who 
did yeoman service gathering funds 
throughout the colonies, Oliver 
Pollock, gave also his own entire

Spain, Catholic to the core, lent 
us money all through the struggle 
and spared us a second front we 
could ill have afforded to man, by 
keeping her colonists neutral in 
Florida, Louisiana, and Cuba, 


Washington himself acknow- 
ledged the extent of Catholic con- 
tributions. When, the war over and 
won, Catholics were advancing 
pleas for equal rights under the 
new republic, he said, “I presume 
that your fellow citizens of all de- 
nominations will not forget the 
patriotic part which you took in 
the accomplishment of our Revolu- 
tion and the establishment of our 
government, or the important as- 
sistance which they received from 
a nation in which the Roman Cath- 
olic faith is professed.” 


In Civil War Too 


Our role in the Civil War was 
equally significant. A few of the 
Catholics who took part in that sad 
conflict include the great Gen. 
Philip H. Sheridan. His immortal 
ride from Winchester to Cedar 
Creek in 1864 turned a Union rout 
into a Union triumph. 

New York’s Avehbichen Hughes’ 
mission abroad prevented many 
foreign governments from recog- 
nizing the Confederacy. Bishop 
Michael Domenec of Pittsburgh 
prevailed upon the Queen of Spain 
not to recognize the Confederacy. 
Orestes A. Brownson, the great 
convert to Catholicism, attacked 
secession and fought for the aboli- 
tion of slavery. 


Serving honorably in the ranks 
of the Confederacy were Catholics 
like the composer of Dixie, Dan 
Emmett; John Bannister Tabb, 
poet who served on a Confederate 
blockade runner and later became 
a priest; Father Abram J. Ryan, 
the great Southern poet, who 
served as a Confederate chaplain; 
and Generals Beauregard, Cabell, 


Hardee, Branch, Carroll and 
Semmes, with the famed Gen. 
James Longstreet becoming a 


Catholic when it was over. 

Catholic naval heroes of the 
North included Admiral Ammen, 
Commodore Sands, Commanders 
James H. Ward, Febiger, and 
Beaumont. The captain of the Ala- 
bama, which wrought such havoc 
among ships of the North, was a 
Catholic, Raphael Semmes (no re- 
lation to Paul J. Semmes, Union 
general). : 

In Jefferson Davis’ cabinet as 
Secretary of the Navy sat the 
Catholic, former. senator from 
Florida, Stephen R. Mallory. For 
nursing the wounded on both sides, 
our Catholic Sisterhoods were hon- 
ored without reference to the Ma- 
son and Dixon line as the “Nuns of 
the Battlefield.” 

During the Ist World War we 
Catholics, though only 17% of the 
population, sent more than 800,- 
000 men into the armed forces of 
the U. S. Of the total number of 
1st World War dead, 130,769, Cath- 
olic deaths in service came to par 


552. 

The first soldier wounded was a 
Catholic, Lt. Louis J. Genella. The 
first Army officer killed was a 
Catholic, Lt. William J, Fitzsim- 
mons. The first sailor killed was a 
Catholic, John I. Eopelucci. The 
first nurse w was a Catholic, 
Beatrice M. MacDonald. The first 

risoner of war was a Catholic, 
ames Delaney. The first to die on 
enem was a Catholic, Jo- 
seph W. Guyton.

Catholic priests have been 
actually persecuted, their churches 
burned over here, but who would 
blame Protestantism or the Amer- 
ican government: for that? How 
about the present outbursts against 
the Catholic Church in the’ United 
States in thousands of churches on 
Reformation Day each year; how 
about the called meetings of pro- 
test by Protestant clergymen 
against the appointment of an 
Ambassador to Vatican City? 

About persecutions in Italy, a

Quebec 
The Province of Quebec has only 


about one-fourth as many people 
as New York State, yet it has 58 
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Catholic colleges and “little semi- 
naries,”’ the latter a the 
student through high school and 
two years of college. Thirty-one 
of these are affiliated with the La- 
val University and twenty-seven 
with the University of Montreal. 
The so-called “little seminaries” 
are attended not only by students 
for the ministry but by others as 
well. In every one of these fifty- 
eight colleges the curriculum leads 
to the degree of Bachelor of Arts 
from Laval or Montreal. They are 
attended by 18,000 students. 


Something which your non- 
Catholic friends do not know, and 
which you should tell them, is 
that in the Catholic Province of 
Quebec, where Protestants, in the 
aggregate, constitute only a small 
minority, they may have their own 
sch which are not only sup- 

rted, but actually erected by the 

vincial Government. In his re- 
cent report the Provincial Treasur- 
er pointed out that since 1945 his 
government had supplied $4,300,-

but merely asserts that what we 
say is not true, or that what he 
says is true. 


e winds up his comments by 
saying “I deny these assertions.” 
But then he asks us to present 
proof from the early Christian 
writers. We shall be very glad to 
do that for him in another num- 
ber, because being quite numerous, 
even short excerpts from the writ- 
ings would take up too much 
space. 

He claims that Christ could not 
transfer His priesthood to any one 
else, because He was “a priest for- 
ever,” But He is a “priest for- 
ever,” just as He is a “teacher for- 
ever” through others. Those others 
are very clearly determined by 
Him when He directs the Apostles 
and them only to do what He had 
just done. 

The minister seems to forget 
that the Bible should mean absol- 
utely nothing to him, because he 
would not even have it, would not 
even know what books are held 
to be inspired if he had not learned 
this from the Catholic Church. 

We quote from the Bible consist- 
ently because it is our book — a 
book which we had all to ourselves 
for 15 centuries, and concerning 
whose genuineness, authenticity, 
inspiration we have the word of 
our Church only—which we believe 
to be infallible when it speaks on 
such matters—lest all people 
should be deceived by it. 

Since Protestants have only the 
Catholic Church’s word for these 
matters, let us suppose that they 
were deceived about the genuine- 
ness and inspiration of the 
Bible. Then what would any 
argument of theirs amount 
to? They were not in. ex- 
istence to hear Christ, to receive 
any commission from Christ, and 
the Scriptures, which they claim to 
be their rule of faith, are guaran- 
teed to be dependable only by the 
Catholic Church.

Is it known how many angels 
were rebels? 


It is not known for certain, It 
is believed that the majority of 
the angels obeyed the mandate of 
God, were true to Him when on 
trial, and have since been enjoy- 
ing their reward in the Paradise 
of Heaven. Some told that about 
one-third followed Lucifer. 

Lucifer, which translated, means 
“light bearer” was the leader of 
the rebel angels, and the archangel 
Michael led the loyal ones. 


You speak of Guardian Angels. 
What Scripture reference is there 
to them? 


As Almighty God permits the 
evil spirits to plot against man, 
so He appointed a special good 
angel.to guard and protect each 
individual.

But it will be interesting for 
you to know that during the Civil 
War President Lincoln sent Arch- 
bishop Hughes over to the Vati- 
can to represent the North. Then 
the President of the Confederate 
States, which had seceded from the 
Union, sent Bishop Lynch, of 
Charleston, South Carolina, to rep- 
resent the South. His commission 
was signed by Jefferson Davis, 
President of the Confederate 
States of America. 


The editor of the News and 
Courier, of Charleston, recently 
wrote an article on this subject, 
and observed that Bishop Lynch 
“was invested with all manner of 
power and authority for, and in 
the name of, the Confederate 
States of America to meet and con- 
fer with any person or persons 
duly authorized by the Sovereign 
Pontiff of the State of the Church 
. « to conclude or sign a treaty 
or treaties, convention or conven- 
tions, transmitting the same to the 
President of the Confederate 
States for his final ratification by 
and with the advice and consent 
of the Senate of the Confederate 
States.” 


Nearly all the protests which 
went to President Truman after he 
appointed General Clark as Ambas- 
sador to the Vatican were engin- 
eered through the POAU by 
preachers of many Protestant de- 
nominations. Most Americans are 
quite indifferent on the matter, but 
the best informed people, as well 
as those most interested in having 
our State Department receive _all 
the information it can on Com- 
munist activities throughout the 
world, favor it. 


Some of the protests based their 
objections on the fact that we 
have separation of Church and 
State over here, and that the ap- 
pointment of an Ambassador to 
the Vatican would be singling out 
one religion for special recogni- 
tion. The fact is that the United 
States sends envoys to many na- 
tions, Protestant and Catholic, 
where they have a union of Church 
and State. Yet no complaint is 
raised on that score, while the 
same principle would apply. 

Others speak of the insignifi- 
cance of the size of Vatican City, 
not realizing that our District of 
Columbia is even smaller than 
when compared to the total area 
of the United States, yet Ambas- 


\sadors from all nations live in that 


small district from which our na- 
tion is governed, The District of 
Columbia offers a perfect parallel 
to the State of Vatican City. It 
is independent territory, not be- 
longing to any state. Vatican City 
is not interested in temporal pow- 
er, nor in a large state area. It 
‘merely wants that independence 
which is necessary to govern the 
Church throughout the world 


without interference from a hos- 


}tile king or.a hostile president. 


_ ‘These things are told you so that

ment has been used as an oppor- 
tunity for anti-Catholicism to di- 
rect new attacks against the Cath- 
olic Church, which is utterly un- 
fair because President Truman said 
that he arrived at this decision on 
his own, without any pressure 
from anybody.

might have around the Pi of 
Hamelin, and Francis walked them 
to a church and then explained the 
catechism to them. 

Down in the southern portion of 
India, Francis Xavier knew that 
Christianity had once existed—but 
had almost disappeared because 
of a lack of priests. So he went 
to India’s southern coast, to its 
western shores and even to Cey- 
lon. His work was hampered 
partly by the souey of local 
rulers and partly by the bad ex- 
ample set by the Portuguese sol- 
diers on duty there. 

He then went to Malacca and a 
number of small islands, and is 
even credited with landing in the 
ee Although he has been 
called the Apostle of the Philip- 
pines, there is no historical evi- 
dence that he really did labor 


ere. 

It was in Malacca that he got 
the idea of going to Japan. A lay- 
man described the country to him, 
and Francis immediately laid his 
plans. First, he gave instructions 
to other Jesuits to carry on his 
work in several cities in India. 
Some of his replacements were 
Jesuit priests from Portugal; 
others were native Indians who 
had been converted. 

A matter which we tend to for- 

t about missionaries is that they 

ve to speak the language of the 
people they hope to convert. Even 
today, missionaries must learn new 
languages—sometimes new  dia- 
ore they can preach, or 
teach, or even hear Confessions. 
So it was with Francis, and he

He then began to teach, but local 
leaders soon had him banished 
from Kagoshima, and Francis went 
into the interior ‘of the country. 
Although still meeting with oppo- 
sition, he was able to establish 
several successful communities, 
After two and one-half years in 
Japan, he left other missionaries 
in charge and went back to Goa, in 
India. 

.Here he had still more difficul- 
ties, for arguments had arisen 
among the priests and brothers in 
Goa—and Francis had to settle the 
disputes before he could plan his 
next step. Like all missionaries, 
he had a dream. Francis Xavier 
wanted to visit China, with its 
teeming millions. He had been 
away from home for ‘nine years 
now, but he was as ready for a 
new adventure as ever. 


Died 399 Years Ago 


He sailed in a Portuguese boat, 
and was almost to the mainland 
of China when he fell sick. Friends 
took him to shore on the small 
island of Sancian, and here Saint 
Francis Xavier died. The date was 


‘| December 2nd, 1552; the place a 


small hut which had been built for 
him. The mainland of China was 
in sight, but Francis was not to 
complete his journey. 

His life had been one of accom- 
plishment. He had travelled to dis- 
tant lands, converted infidels and 
showed rare apostolic zeal, with. 
out comparison. So many miracles 
were worked through his interces- 
sion that he was canonized with 
Saint Ignatius in 1622, His body 
was returned to Goa, where he 
had begun his missionary work,

being born follows of itself. 

Unfortunately, it is not always 
thus. Often the child is not wanted. 
Worse, it is feared. Under such 
conditions, how can people be 
ready to carry out their duty? In 
eases like this, your apostolate 
must be exercised in an effective 
and efficacious way. 

Negatively, in the first place, by 
your refusal to cooperate in any- 
thing that is immoral, Then, con- 
structively, by striving delicately 
to banish prejudices, apprehension 
or cowardly excuses in order to 
remove, as far as you are able, 
even external obstacles that might 
render the acceptance of mother- 
hood a painful thing. 

If people ask your advice and 


help merely to ease procreation of 


new life, to protect it and direct it 
toward its full development, you 
can cooperate unhesitatingly. But 
in how many other cases do they 
have recourse to you for hindering 
procreation and conservation of 
this life with no regard for the 
commandments of the moral order? 

To-concede such requests would 
be lowering your knowledge and 
your ability by making you accom- 
plices in an immoral action; it 
would be a perversion of your 
apostolate. This demands a calm 
but ecategoric “No” that: does not 
allow the laws of God and the 
dictates of the conscience to be 
transgressed. Therefore, your pro- 
fession compels you to have a clear 
owledge of this Divine law so 
that you can make it respected 
without or going beyond its pre- 
cepts. 


Birth Control 


In his Encyclical “Casti con- 
nubii” of December 31, 1930, 
Our predecessor, Pius XI, of 
happy memory, solemnly re- 
stated the basic law of the con- 
jagal act and conjugal relations. 
“Every attempt on the part of 
the married couple during the 
conjugal act or during the 
development of its natural con- 
sequences, to deprive it of its 
inherent power and to hinder 
the procreation of a new life is 
immoral. No ‘indication’ or need 
can. change an action that is 
intrinsically immoral into an 
action that is moral and lawful” 
(Acta Ap. Sedis, Vol 22, P. 559 
seq.). 

This prescription holds good to- 
day just as much as it did yester- 


iday. It will hold tomorrow and

Pope Pius Defends 


RE is no need for Us to show 
you experienced women the 
great necessity today for this 
apostolate of esteem and love of a 
life just born. Unfortunately, there 
are many cases where speaking, 
even cautiously, of children as a 
“blessing” is sufficient to provoke 
contradiction or even derision. Very 
often the idea and remarks about 
the great “burden” of children 
dominate. 

How opposed is such a frame of 
mind to God’s plan and the lan- 
guage of Holy Scripture and even 
to sound reason and the sentiment 
of nature. If there are conditions 
and circumstances where, without 
violating God’s law, parents can 
avoid the “blessing” of children, 
nevertheless these cases of “force 
majeur” do not authorize the per- 
verting of ideas, the disparaging of 
values and the despising of the 
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mother who has the courage and 
the honor to bring forth new life. 
What We have said up to now 
concerns the protection and care of 
life on the natural plane, but it is 
much more applicable to the super- 
natural life the child receives when 
it is baptized. Under the present 
economy there is no other way of 
giving this life to the child who is 
still without the use of reason. In 
any case, the state of grace at the 
moment of death is absolutely ne- 
cessary for salvation; without it, 
no one can attain to supernatural 
- #0 the beatific vision of 


In the case of a grown-up person, 
an act of love may suffice for ob- 
taining sanctifying grace and mak- 
ing up for the lack of Baptism. To 
the child still unborn or the child 
just born this _ is not open. If, 
then, you consider that charity to 
one’s neighbor means helping him 
when necessary, that this obliga- 
tion is all the more serious and 
urgent when the godd to be 
wrought or the evil to be avoided 
is greater and when the needy 
person is less capable of helping 
and saving himself then it is easy 
to understand the great import- 
ance of seeing that Baptism is giv- 
en to a child deprived completely of 
the use of reason, in grave danger 
or certain of dying.
